tlMmcelvea. but'the fund itself will furnish no-incentive 
to true heroism. 


Heroic deed* are not the result of atiidy and design;.; they are usually per- 
forrn* on the «pur of the moment, when some sudden emergency or extreme 
•zlcency arrives. For instance, when Ounner Monson saved, the battleship 
Missouri; with her crew, from being: 'blown iip by jumping Into the maRaeine 
and closlnp upon himself the eteel door, he had no time to think twice or to de- 
tiate with himself about c<$nsef]uenees. 
The crisis pame upon him suddenly, 


unexpectedly, and It found the; man equal to the occasion. 
AU. the millions 


Carnegie ever owned could not inspire such an action in a timorous and Irreso- 
"lute man. 
A calculating iperson, howevi'.r brave and cool, would nbt answer in 


such a crisis because his very nature would hold him bach.

A -writer in the Chicago News says Mr. Carnegie's scheme will not only fall 


to stimulate heroism, but in a measure lower the standard of morality by cheap- 
ening the quality of heroism Itself anfl g-lvTng it a commercial'value. Post- 
burnous fame, the plaudits of men and the approval of mind and conscience 
muat continue to be the only worthy rewards for deads o£ peril and courage for 
noble objects. 
Nobility of soul or conduct cannot be made a quotable com- 


xriodity. 


As the writer In the News says, there is just one drawback to Mr. Car- 


negie's scheme of "bringing out the best there la in civilization" and that Is 
.that heroism is a quality of the soul tl-^t cannot be purchased or directed or j 
evolved by the clink of gold. An act of heroism Is a spontaneous movement of 
the heart and body, In which the brain tnkes no part. Only a heart filled with a ( 
stern sense of duty can so prompt a man to act 'without .thought of the conse- | 
quences. Such a man would scorn to r< ceive a reward for his act—In fact, the 
true hero seeks to escape the adulation;; of his fellow citizens. The history of 


:'. the world is filled with heroic deeds, the names of-the', performers being.un- 
.known, and sometimes even the deeds escape toe attention o£ historians; as wit- 
ness the discovery within the past year of a hero of the revolutionary war whose 
nams and deeds are Just brought to light. 


• 
"While heroes" deserve re\vards, heroi-s cannot, in the'very nature of things, 


be inspired nor created by th« offer or rewards, any more than the offer ot 
financial Inducements can make real Christiana or promote genuine piety. The 
quality of heroism is lauded ard admire-cl precisely because it cannot be meas- 
ured by money nor have its complement in property. How much money can 
weigh against the act of John Hay's pilot who held "her nozzle agin the bank 
till every galoot got ashote" and was f.corched to death himself in the pilot- 
house? Can all the gold that ever mingled with the fabled sands of Pactolus 
Induce 'a man to do such a thing? No--no more than the heaped millions in 
Home's treasure chambers could Induce a man to die the martyr's death that 
St. Peter endured.

In 1848 Martin Van Buron led a bolting ticket against Lewis 
Casa, the regular nominee. In 1860, Br-eckenrldge headed a ticket put up by 
th« pro-slavery Democrats against Douglas, the regular nominee. 
Again In 


1872, there was a bolt against the nomination of Horace Greelcy, Charles 
O'Conor being: the bolting candidate. 
Palmer and Buckner were the candi- 


dates'of the bolting faction in 1896. J;olting is therefore an established pre- 
cedent in the Democratic party, and the Bryanites have both the right and 
the provocation to bolt. 


Judge Ross* Irrigation Bond Decision 


There seems to be a good deal of misapprehension as to the real purport 


of Judge Ross; decision in the irrigation bond case. The misapprehension Is due 
to the fact that the newspapers printed disquisitions as to the ultimate effect of 
the decision instead ot giving- the text of the decision Itself or a syllabus 
thereof. Judge Ross did not declare the bonds issued under the Wright law 
•were illegal; on the contrary, the validity of that law (now repealed) has been 
repeatedly affirmed. 
In a strictly legal sense/therefore, bonds issued in 
con- 


formity with Its provisions are valid. 
Judge Ross simply affirmed a settled 


rule of the law when he declared that the courts had no power to appoint a 
receiver to collect taxes in fin irrigation district that had defaulted in interest 
payments on bonds. If there is no way to compel the collection of taxes to 
pay the Interest and principal of bonded Indebtedness it follows, o£ course, 
that such securities have a little value. But this is the consequence of a 
con- 


dition and~not because of any Inherent infirmity in the bonds themselves. 
The 


collection of taxes Is a government function and a court of equity Jurisdic- 
tion has no power to appoint a receiver to execute a function of government. 
Officer* authorized by law to levy and collect taxes may by writ of mandate 
be compelled to levy and collect tnxca and to apply them to certain pur- 
'poses, but the courts cannot assume administrative functions nor empower 
agents to do so. Certain Irrigation districts have defaulted In Interest 
pay- 


ments on .bond-s; they either refuse to elect officers authorized to levy and 
collect taxes under the Wright law or the officers elected refuse to levy and 
collect the taxes. The officers nf the districts can be mamlarnused, but the court 
cannot appoint a'- person to perform their functions.

and "The Flag" and a eulogy of Col. I 
E. D. Baker, who was killed at Ball's 
Bluff. A specimen of his style may be 
found in the following, 
which was 


written in this city and refers to the 
entombment of Gen. Grant in the mau- 
soleum at Riverside on the Hudson: 


"The sepulture of the great warrior 


should have occurred In the evening, 
at the time when the flag of his coun- 
try was descending for a night's re- 
pose and when the reverberations of 
the sunset gun were announcing to all 
the inhabitants of the hill and plain 
that another day of universal freedom 
and national glory had been fulfilled. 
Then, the unparalleled incident would 
have been eloquently referred to by 
American orators, 'a hundred 
years 


thereafter and the most inspired genius 
of the future would have exhausted 
Its act and Invention In giving imag- 
inary form and. beauty to a sceno of 
national gratitude, love and devotion, 
such as had never before awakened the 
emotions of patriotic mankind."

ciary committee, the most Important 
in the Senate. JTe also served* on the 
apportionment committee, and evinced 
a knowledge of 
political conditions 


that surprised party veterans. At that 
session the work or the County Gov- 
ernment committee proved of unusual 
importance. A ne\v classification of 
the counties and a readjustment of 
the salaries of all county oflicers were 
made necessary by the census taken 
the previous year.

partment, the City Water Department 
and other auxiliaries affecting the fire 
insurance of the city has made his re- 
port.

the present fire fighting force Is Inad- 
equate numerically, its equipment ill- 
sufficient and the department as' a 
whole on the downgrade. 


That 
the downtown, or congested 
district Is in danger of a serious con- 
flagration. 


That the merchants'and owners of 


buildings a.re careless and neglect to 
avail themselves of the various pre- 
cautionary devices with which their 
buildings are equipp'-l. 
That the present water facilities are 


behind the times. 


That conditions demand the imme- 
diate installment of 1 he high pressure 
system. 
That many of the engine houses are 


unfit for the uses tc which they are 
put. 


That many Chlcapro alleys are so 
narrosv as to render J'ire fighting from 
them impossible. 
That physically incapacitated men 


are on the force. 
In sending out this report the Fire 


Department Commltti-e of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters suggests 
this: 
That the members ask the co-opera- 
tion of agents in efforts to secure the 
improvements recommended.
